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The Pima Indians live in dwellings called ~ 
”kis/' made of arrow woods, sahuaro ribs £ 
and mesquite poles plastered over with 'dobe °. 
mud and roofed with about six inches of < 
earth. They may be seen from the highways £ 
between Coolidge, Casa Grande and Chandler 
on both sides of the Gila River. The Pima ^ 
Indian Agency is located at Sacaton. 
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
